There are now some fifteen wells in 


and around Battle Mountain, the aver- 
age depth of these being 140 feet. All 
of them, with the exception of one, are 
flowing a steady stream of pure water. 
The Nevada Central Bailway Company 
have sunk two wells oa the line of their 
road. One is down a distance of 130 
feet, the other 30 feet, and the pipe has 
arrived for another one. The cost of 
the wells sunk near Battle Mountain 
-was, on an average, $2 per foot, but the 
cost of those being sunk by the Nevada 
Central will be twice that amount, as 
the ground is much harder than at Bat- 
tle Mountain. 


The number of artesian wells in Cali- 


fornia continue to increase, and is prob- 
ably greater now, certainly in propor- 
tion to tha population and probably in 
proportion to the area, than in any 
other region of equal extent. The or- 
dinary cost of a well in California, with 
good pipe 11 inches in diameter, in fa- 
vorable ground, is $5 a foot for the first 
100 feet, $6 for the next 100, $7 for the 
next 100, $8 for the next 100, and be- 
yond 400 feet the expenses vary greatly 
according to circumstances. 


We feel safe m predicting that inside 


of five years there will be, at the least 
calculation, one hundred artesian wells 
in operation between Battle Mountain 
and Austin, and instead of a waste plain 
covered with sage brush and grease- 
wood, there will be a valley dotted with 
fine farms and numerous school houses.
